1. !Ghe Office of Research and Reports of this Agency Is publishing 
a report entitled Analysts of the Problems of foreign Logistic Support 

to the Caaaunlst Stein force ln south Vietnam . She purpose of this report 
is to trace ' me history of the infiltration of sea and supplies from 
abroad in support of the Cceaaunist main force in South Vietnam, to examine 
the requirements for Logistic support from abroad under various assump- 
tions concerning levels of cos&at activity and effectiveness, mod to 
quantify the capacity and use of land and sea infiltration routes. 

2 . In examining -the logistic requirements under different levels 
of combat activity, the analysts preparing the report lave Bade use of 
basic estimates prepared by the staff of the Defense Intelligence Agency 
of the requirements for military equipment and supplies of the Cornual at 
main force in South Vietnam, However we have felt It necessary to revise 
the estimates supplied by the Defense Intelligence Agency fox the logistic 
requirements for the 9 battalions of the Peoples Artsy of Vietnam (MVS), 

3. We understand that the 9 PAW battalions are equipped with the 
seme weapons as those regular VC battalions tfelch have been supplied with 
Gemaualet arms. Given an identical level of combat intensity, we would 
expect that the two similarly equipped shits would have the ante ammuni- 
tions requirements. Also, we believe that the food requirements of the 
PAW can be supplied locally In tbs south, as with the V. C. Admittedly, 
the PAW battalions would have somewhat g raster needs for ccraeami cations 
end quartermaster supplies, ami there may be some asaH additional POL 
needs. Hbvever, the present ETA estimate of logistic requirements for 
the PAW are of a different order of magnitude than those for the VC 
battalions equipped with Conmunist weapons. 
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4, It wmM be impossible to resolve these aiffereaces ia tiaws to 
mm % the priority deadlines set for jpubWeetiari of this report. We have, 
therefore, arbitrarily set the XA9R logistic requireasats at those of the 
VC, inflated, by 20 percent to account tear sene additional eos»«ni eat Jons 
end quartermaster requirements. It is ay hope that the differences ia 
the tvo eetiaatee eaa be resolved as the CIA sad SIA analysts eoati»ue 
their close eoordiaatiott oa the Vietnam problem. 
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
